FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards^ after the draft finalized 
by the Jute Mill Machiner^^/ Accessories and Spare Parts Sectional Committee, had been 
approved by the Textile Division Council. 

The need to formulate standard on this subject has been felt in order to provide guidance to the 
manufacturers of bobbin rail boss for jute spinning frame. This standard would ensure the 
manufacture of bobbin rail boss of acceptable quality. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with^ 
the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be 
rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised)*. 
The number of significant places retained in the rounded off value shall be the same as that of 
the specified value in this standard.

3 MATERIAL 



Bobbin rail boss shall be manufactured from 
grey cast iron conforming to grade FG 220 of 
IS 210 : 1978. 

4 DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 

4.1 Nominal Dimensions 

These shall be in accordance with the agree- 
ment between the manufacturer and the 
purchaser. In the absence of any agreement 
these shall be declared by the manufacturer. 

4.2 Tolerances
